THE TORY-UNIONIST COMBINATION UNABLE

Loxpox, August 18.—The straits of the 
Government and the panic of the Unionist 
party are conspicuously shown by a remark- 
able article in the Government organ, the 
Morning Post, to-day. It says: ‘‘It is 
clear that the present machinery of the 
Unionist party is breaking down, and repairs 
are urgently required to obviate an otherwise 
inevitable catastrophe. However great the in- 
dividual merits of Salisbury’s colleagues in 
the lower house, it is recognized in all quar- 
ters that the combination they present is not 
strong enough to resist the tide of Demo- 
cratic invasion. The Conservative front 
bench is clearly not in touch with popular 
feeling, either within or without the 
walls of Parliament. This element absent 
it is impossible for the Conservative Govern- 
ment to exist. Even if the combination should 
not be successful as a Government it will form 
the basis of a united and powerful opposi- 
tion.’’ 

This, of course, is inspired by Ohurchill, 
who is always on good terms with the Post. 
The article contain an attack on Goschen, and 
a good deal of plain speaking to Salisbury. A 
characteristic hint is that the Government had 
better reorganize itself before the season of 
provincial eloquence sets in. All of which 
are Clearly Randoiphian ideas.

THE GRACE SYNDICATE, 


A Gigantic Scheme to Make Peru an English 
Colony. 

Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, August 18.—M. P. Grace of New 
York has been in London for several weeks. 
He has been in active co-operation with cer- 
tain English bondholders, trying to carry out 
his old scheme for the financial conquest of 
Peru. With the assistance ofa party of En- 
glishmen, headed by Sir Henry Tyler, he has 
been trying to float bonds amounting to 
£10,000,000 sterling on the English market. 
Thus far he has not been successful.If he should 
succeed in carrying out the programme of 
his financial associates, the interests of the 
United States in South America will be seri- 
ously threatened. Congress would 
certainly direct our Government to pro- 
test against the Grace-English bondholders’ 
scheme. Atthe beginning of the Peru-Chilian 
war Peruvian bonds to the amount of £60,000,- 
000 were held in London. These bonds were 
secured by guano deposits. After Chili gained 
a victory she took Tacna Arica and Tara Paca, 
the guano provigces, leaving the English debt 
unsecured. Recently the Grace combination 
has secured from the Peruvian Governmenta 
contract containing enormous grants of priv- 
Ueges, such as the monopoly of banking, rail- 
road, express, telegraph, etc., and to receive 
part of the customs revenue, and so,forth. 
Practically 

THIS GRANT SURRENDERS PERU 

to the syndicate. This contract is yet to be 
ratified by the Peruvian Senate. But as the 
President of Peru is said to be interested in 
the plan with all of the leading government 
officials, it is represented in London that there 
is not the slightest question about its being 
carried out. The consideration to be paid by 
the syndicate for these concessions is $50,000, - 
000. This is the sum sought to be raised by the 
Grace combination from the English public, 
through the sale of bonds. The English bond- 
holders of Peruvian bonds who are in the 
Grace syndicate, also agree, as a further con- 
sideration, to cancel one-half of the old 
debt, amounting to £30,000,000,and it is further 
understood that the English holders of the un- 
canceled half will seek to secure the aid of 
the English Government to compel Chilito 
surrender enough of the captured provinces to 
guarantee the payment of this uncanceled 
half. It has been represented to high English 
men that the action of Chiliin capturing the 
guano provinces was so opposed to English 
interests as to warrant now a demand for 
their giving it up or securing the interests of 
the English bondholders. They say that En- 


similar action against Chili. English officials 
are further tempted with the prospect of gain- 
ing Peru for an English colony. 

If the Grace syndicate succeeds in complet- 
ing its contract, the United States will likely 
interfere on the basis of the Monroe doctrine.

LEFT THE TRACK. 


SERIOUS ACCIDENT ON THE PITTSBURG-& 
CLEVELAND RAILROAD. 


A Sleeper Jumps the Track — One Man 
Killed and Four Seriously Injured— 
Fatal Fall of an Elevator—Verdict of 
the Ooroner’s Jury in the Chatsworth 
Disaster — A Big Wreck — Collision of 
Live Stock Trains—Ca Ities 


PITTSBURG, Pa., August 18.— About 4 o’clock 
this morning the through express train which 
left Chicago at 8:15 yesterday afternoon over 
the Fort Wayne & Chicago Railway was 
wrecked at Bayard, O., on the Pittsburg & 
Cleveland road, about eighty-one miles west ot 
Pittsburg. When the train reached Alliance, 
O., it was found that the Fort Wayne road was 
obstructed by a freight wreck some miles east 
of Alliance, and the train was ordered around 
by the Cleveland & Pittsburg road. The train 
was made up of three baggage and express 
cars, one smoker, one passenger coach, two 
Chicago sleepers and a Toledo sleeping-car 
ealled the ‘‘Topic,’’ which was attached to 
the rear of the train. After leaving Alliance 
the train was proceeding at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour. As it swung around a sharp 
curve near Bayard the rails spread and the 
Toledo sleeper was derailed, falling on ite 
side. The two Chicago sleepers also jumped 
the track, but after running nearly 300 yards 
they were pulled on aguin and escaped 
injury. When the crash came the porter, O. 
Warner, ran to the forward platform and 
jumped, but got off on the wrong side of the 
car, and when it fell over on its side, was 
buried under it. Fortunately there were only 
three passengers and the flagman on the 
sleeper, and in the meantime they were being 
tossed about the car like balls, and all serious- 
ly hurt. 

When the train stopped the passengers and 
trainmen rushed back to ascertain what dam- 
age had been done. The injured were speedily 
removed from the gar, but no trace of the 
porter could be found. It was not untilan 
hour afterwards that a hand was seen pro- 
jecting beyond the wreck of the sleeper. The 
work was immediately commenced and the 
crushed and mangled body was found. 

THE CASUALTIES WERE: 

O. WARNER, colored porter, Pittsburg, Pat, 
crushed to death. 

J. L. MALONEY, Detroit, badly cut about face, 
head and breast; believéd to be fatally in- 
jured. 

W. H. DENNISON, Pittsburg, badly cutand 
bruised, very weak but will recover. 

GEORGE D. Lawson, Washington, D. C., 
badly cut about the head, neck and breast. 
Will recover. 

W. A. MoCoy, Pitteburg, bruised and injured 
internally. Very serious. 

The passeagers inthe other sleepers were 
badly shaken up, but sustained no serious in- 
juries. The injured were taken to @ hotel at 
Bayard and placed in the care of the company's 
physician, and the train came on to Pittsburg, 
arriving three hours late. 


thes An Elevater Accident. 


New YORK, August 18.—The falling ofan 
elevator in G. Sidenberg-dCo.’s building, on 
Mercer street, this morning, resulted in the 
death of one woman, the injuring fatally of a 
man and slight injuries to about a dozen girls. 
At a quarter before 8 o’clock, John O'Neal, the 
elevator-boy, loaded the elevator to take a 
number of operators to the upper floors. About 
eighteen female hands got aboard. When the 
elevator had got to the third floor it began to 
descend. O’Neal’s efforts to stop the car were 
unavailing. The safety catcnes failed to work. 
The car increased its speed and crashed to the 
basement. Several of the passengers had 
fainted. One woman, Mrs. Jane Lynch, aged 
55 years, was dead. The body was frightfully 
mangled. It was found that O’Neal, the ele- 
vator boy, had sustained a fracture of the 
spine. He will die. The seriously injured are 
as follows:

A Fearful Wreck. 


CHICAGO, August 18.—Near Naperville, III., 
two Chicago, Burlington & Quincy live-stock 
trains collided in a tog this morning, making 
a fearful wreck. One of the engines ploughed 


through three cars loaded with fat steers for 
Chicago, and the buge beasts, almost without 
exception, were scattered, mangled and bleed- 
ing, along the track or pitched down a twenty- 
foot embankment.

SO STREET COMMISSIONER TURNER SAYS OF 
THE STREET SPRINKLING SYSTEM. 


Two Companies Reported by the Inspectors 
for Failing to Comply With the Terms 
of Their Contract—How thej;Commission- 
er Proposes to Remedy the Default—He 
Will Deduct From the Bills Presented 
by the Contractors—Preparing a Charter 
Amendment for Levying a Special Tax, 


This morning the Superintendent of Street- 
sprinkling submitted his first report to Street- 
Commissioner Turner on the execution of the 
contracts into which the sprinklers entered 
with the city. The showing is generally satis- 
factory. Street-Commissioner Turner was 
asked this morning if he had any objections to 
publishing thefjreports of the inspectors. He 
said that the work of inspection was all 
done on foot, and in the short time 
since the inauguration of the system the men 
had been obliged to get over a large amount of 
territory,and may have done some of the con- 
tractors an injustice in their detailed reports. 
„Iwill state, however, said he, that the 
manner in which the work has been done by 
the St. Louis Improved Street Sprinkling Com- 
pany and the Schuremann Company has been 
reported as unsatisfactory, and not in com- 
pliance with the terms of the contract. These 
companies hold the contracts for the districts 
in the central portion of the city—about be- 
tween Chouteau and Cass avenues and east of 
Grand avenue. The work, as done in this ter- 
ritory, has caused considerable criticism. In 
the other districts the contractors have exert- 
ed themselves more than was reasonably ex- 
pected to comply with the specifications of the 


contracts. This is especially true of the con- 
tractors in the southern part of the city.“ 

„How do you propose toremedy the default 
in the cases of the two companies whose work 
has not been satisfactorily done? Can you 
remedy it?’’ 2 

“The devil and Tom Walker! Yes, of 
course we can. It will be remedied on pay 
day by deductions from their bills—a very 
good remedy. We have all that figured out, 
and, if the work is not done according to the 
terms of the contracts, we will make de- 
ductions.’’

WELL PLEASED: 

All the officials at the City Hall who have 
been active in putting into operation the 
project of public srrinkling are well pleased 
over the results. They believe that the work 
willgive general satisfaction, and that the 
companies now defaulting in their contracts 
will discharge all the obligations as soon as 
they readjust their affairs to suit the new order 
of things. All are agreed, however, upon the 
necessity of 2 the funds for next year by a 
special tax. Oo carry out this plan for the 
perfection of the system will require a charter 
amendment to be passed by a vote of the peo- 
. Street Commissioner Turner to-day said 

e believed it was the proper financial plan. 
According to his figures there are 270 miles of 
streets to be sprinkled under the provisions of 
the ordinance. The average price per mile is 
about $100 per month. The revenue 
for municlpal purposes under the assessment 
system now in use amounts to about $3,500,000. 
The growth of the city and the necessity of ex- 
tending various improvements, gas, water, 
sidewalks, streets and sewers, police and fire 
protection, etc., has brought the annual ex- 
penditure up to the total of the revenue. The 
work for the entire season next year cannot be 
done for less than $150,000 or $200,000 if 
the competition for contracts is 
This sum cannot be spared from 
the revenue without seriously crippling 
the various municipal departments. Tess 
facts are conceded by all the city officers, who, 
while congratulating themselves on the in- 
auguration of a system which will lay low the 
dust throughout the city and free the house- 
holders from outrageous taxation by the con- 
tractors, are devising plans for the perfection 
of this immense undertaking.

FIFTY YEARS IN THE PEN.“ 


What It Cost Michael Gilmore to Collect a 
$3 Bill. 


Michael Gilmore, who was sentenced to fifty 
years in the penitentiary for killing Miles 
Stanton, was taken to Jefferson City this 
morning by Deputy Sheriff Skidmore. An ap- 
peal has been taken inthe case, but it was de- 
cided to send Gilmore to the penitentiary to 
serve his time until his appeal can be passed 
upon. His brother, John J. Gilmore, accom- 


panied him andthe Deputy Sheriffas far as 
the Union Depot this morning. The murder 
for which Gilmore has been convicted was 
a pecullar one. He was a barkeeper and 
aman named Mooney owed him 838. The lat- 
ter had prombed to pay him on the llth of 
January, 1886, but fafled to do so. Gilmore 
who had tired of being put off when he asked 
for the money, took a revolver that night and 
went on a hunt for Mooney. He found him in 
asaloon at No. 528 Clark avenue, with some 
other men, and after demanding his money 
and being refused opened fire upon him. He 
missed Mooney, but struck Miles Stanton, a 
railroad engineer, who was standing at the 
bar with another crowd and had 
nothing whatever to do with the 
trouble between the men. Stanton’s in- 
jury proved fatal, and Gilmore was indicted 
for murder in the first degree, because he had 
killed a man while endeavoring to commit a 
murder, his offense thus being the same as if 
he had killed the man at whom heshot. At 
the trial Gilmore was convicted of murder in 
the second degree, and his sentence fixed at 
fifty years inthe penitentiary.

THE~PROCESSION OF VETERANS DURING 
THE-GRAND ENCAMPMENT. 
— 


General Rules Governing the March—Dis- 
tances to Be Observed—A Route Only 
Three Miles Long—Lucas Place to Be 
Given a Show — The Commander-in- 
Chief's Armed Escort—Kentucky's Repre- 
sentation—Grand Army Gossip. 


Very few people have any idea how long t he 
procession of veterans planned for the Grand 
Encampment in September is really to be. 
Gen. Grier, the Grand Marshal of the parade, 
had formed no adequate Idea of it until a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter sat down and figured 
the thing out with him this morning. 


If the parade should bring into 
line anything like the number of 
men the General Executive Committee 


is counting on the turn out will be enormous. 
The committee counts on 50,000 men in line. It 
is doubtful if there will be as many, but there 
should be more than 30,000. Taking 50, 000 
veterans as the working number the proces- 

sion in its entirety will be more than six miles 


in length. 

The men will march twelve or sixteen 
abreast. The probabilities are that they will 
march sixteen abreast. This will give 3/125 
lines of men. 

Bach line will be ten feet from the line in 
tront of it. The regular marching distanee 
would be thirty feet, to give the men a chance 
to wheel intoline, but when the veterans are 
marching in mass the distance is reduced two- 
thirds. 

With ten feet between lines, 3,125 lines will 
extend over 31,250 feet of ground. 

In addition to the men on foot there will be: 
The Grand Marshal and his aids, fifty in num- 
ber; the Commander-in-Chief, wit his armed 
escort, 100 in number and aids; 
twenty-five carriages, containing Gen. W. I. 
Sherman, Gen. Phil. Sheridan, Gen. A. J. 
Smith, Gen. Pope and other distinguishe 
veterans: seventy-five bands, numbering 
about 1,000 men; about 200 drummers, and the 
Sons of Veterans, 1,500 in number. Special 
allowance must also be made for the space 
between the twenty departments, about 100 
feet in each cnrse. 

The total length of the procession figured on 
this basis will be at least 34,000 feet, or about 
six and one half miles. The route to be 
covered by the procession is three miles in 
length. When the head of the procession 
reaches the reviewing stand on Twelfth street, 
therefore, the whole of the route will be 
covered with marching men and less than one- 
half the procession will have started. 

Every effort will be made to keep the pro- 
cession solid along the line of march so that 
the route may be covered as quickly as possi. 
bie. There will be no ice-water 8 the 
line and no halts will be permitted. There 
will be plenty of ice- water at either end of the 
route so that the veterans can have 
a good drink before — and a good drink 
at the end ot the march. he procession will 
not move in the regulation army time, but will 
take the old — step of 1 
years ago. It will take about one aud one- 
half hours to cover the entire route. The pro- 
cession, Gen. Grier estimates, will take three 
hours passing a given point. The start will 
be made at 10 a. m. and it will be atleast 1 
o“ clock when the last f the veterans takes up 
the march. During the whole of that time 
Fourth street will be filled with marching 
men, and business on all thoroughfares along 
the line of march will be suspended.

TREACHEROUS REDSEINS. 

At a meeting between the Indians and 
Sheriff Kendall it was agreed that they should 
have fifteen days in which to leave 
the country and regain their reserva- 
tion. Four of Colorow’s band, accompanied 
Sheriff Kendall to Meeker, where the agree- 
ment was submitted to the citizens there, who 
willingly agreed to its terms. When the 
Utes returned to their chief they de- 
manded an escort through the trouble- 
some country; and two white men 
were detailed to see them safely back. When 
the party reached the limits of the settlement 
the Indians turned upon their escort and at- 
tacked them with knives. This conduct on 
the part of the Indians resulted in the follow- 
ing telegram to Gov. Adams, which he re- 
ceived late yesterday afternoon: 

‘*GLENWOOD SPRINGS, August 17. 
**Gov. Adams: 

‘‘A messenger has just arrived bearing a 
dispatch from Gregory at Meeker saying four 
Utes who came into town yesterday askin 
for 2 „ and a council have acted in ba 
faith. They asked for an escort through the 
settlements in the afternoonto go out and 
confer with Colorow. A Mormon interpreter 
from Ashley was with them, and a man called 
Fatty Randall, on whom they made an attack 
with aknife, cutting him on the arm, and 
then ran. The whites were fired on by a party 
of Utes in the hills. The Mayor wants troops 
sent on with all possible digpatch.’’

Wm. J. 8. Bryan and F. Louis Soldan Candi- 
dates for the Position of Principal of the 
High School and Wm. L. Teuteberg and 
J. W. Hall Make a Bid for the Principal’s 
Chair in the Normal—Peter Herzog and 
Cwsar Bumiller Have an Eye on Mr. 


Teuteberg’s Place—Complications in the 
Case—The Question to Be Settled Next

The whole 
matter was first printed in the Post-DISPATCH 
at that time. The consideration of the ques- 
tion was laid over until the next meeting of 
the Board, when it was made a special order 
foran adjourned méeting to be held August 
W. Meanwhile it has been given out that the 
recommendation will not pass, and

They are Mr. Wm, L. Teuteberg, assist- 
ant superintendent and supervisor of the 
German department, and Mr. J W. Hall, 
principal of the Po School.

Mr. Curtis’ speech at Newport met the views 
of the civil-service reformers there assembied, 
and caused infinite satisfaction to Republicans 
whose ears until quite recently have been 
burdened with predictions that the public ser- 
vice would be vastly purer under Cleveland’s 
Administration than it had ever been under a 
Republican President, and caused a smile 
among the spoils Democrats of the Higgins 
type, who were pleased to see that the chief 
Mugwump of All recognized that they were on 
top.

In his 
weekly paper Mr. Ourtis declares that the 
President’s short-comings are by no means 
serious and will not at all alienate from him 
the support of the Mugwumps, and that, too, 
in the face of the statement made at Newport 
that Mr. Cleveland had **‘undoubtedly found 
the force of the spolls tradition to be over- 
whelming.’’ In other words, Mr. Curtis has 
said thatthe President has given up to the 
spoils Democrats, and has added that it is 
really a slight matter, not to be considered by 
civil-service reformers in determining whom 
they shallsupport. Having given the Mug-

Mr. Lewis Appleton of the British ana 
Foreign Arbitration Society, has just publishea 
a pamphlet containing some statistics in regard 
to the cost of war. They are intended, of 
course, to ald the cause of international arbi- 


tration and the disbanding of the immense 
standing armies that are eating up a large 
share of the substance of Europe. The annual 
expenditure of all the European powers for 
their armies and navies is $3,867,500,000. The 
national debts of Europe, which were incurred 
by war nearly altogether, aggregate $24,113,- 
057,650. Nearly $1,000,000,000 annually is paid 
out for interest. 

There are at present actually under arms 
4,123,675 men, and the number trained for war 
and subject to call is 16,697,484. Besides these 
there are 291,258 men in the navies, comprising 
804 ironclads and monitors and 1,972 frigates. 
All this is sustained because of the ambitions 
and greed of a comparatively few men and the 
necessity of guarding against them. The 
workingmen pay the bills and necessarily re- 
main in poverty. It is on them that the bur- 
den rests. Others may fail on account of it to 
be as rich as they otherwise would be, but the 
suffering comes on the laboring classes. There 
is a weighty sermon in these figures. 


Shall the Irenclad Go? 


From the New York WORLD. 

Recent events have tended to discourage 
the English people very much in regard to 
their navy. The sham capture of Falmouth 
and of London, the collision between the 
Ajax and the Devastation, and other evidences 
of the unwieidy character of the heavily ar- 
mored vessels have had a depressing influence 
on those who are solicitous about Britain's de- 
fenses. 

The Amerivan people are not feeling very 
sanguine about ironclads either. A belief is 
spreading to the effect that their net value 
has been much overrated. For one thing, 
they must be kept in constant proximity to 
supplies of coal. When their fuel is gone 
they become as helpless as logs. It is stated 
that a well-managed small torpedo-boat is 
more than a match for the most powerful 
ironclad ever built. Howwmuch truth there is 
in this pessimistic view of the so-called ad- 
vanced modern war-ships we will not venture 
to judge. 

But, all things considered, it would bea 
great gain to civilization pecuniarily if all the 
great governments should agree that iron- 
clads are failures and that none of them 
should be used hereafter. Let us all go back 
to the old days of wooden frigates. It is as 
fair for the oneasitisfor the other, and it 
would take a great strain off from our Navy 
Department and from the naval construction 
bureaus of some of our daily newspapers. 


Hospitality Under Difficulties,

Walt Whitman was seen at his cottage in 
Camden Thursday in reference to the attack 
made upon him by Swinburne in the Fort- 
nightly Magazine for August. In his article 
Swinburne says that Whitman is no poet, and 
his ‘‘Eve’’ is a drunken applewoman, in- 
decently sprawling in the slush and garbage 
of the gutter, amid the rotten refuse of her 
overturned fruit stall, and his ‘‘Venus’’ a 
Hottentot wench under the influence of adul- 
terated rum. The gray poet says he was sur- 
prised at this outburst of the gifted English- 
man, and he couldn’t understand it. Before 
passing final judgment on it he was waiting to 
read the article in the Fortnightly. He did 
not intend to reply to Swinburne. The editors 
ofthe North American Review had sent him 
three dispatches, urgently requesting an ar- 
ticle In reply for their next number, but he had 
positively declined to furnish it, and he had 
nothing to say for publication.

MAXWELL A ROMAN CATHOLIC. 

The rumor which was published in the 
PO8T-DISPATCH some time o that Maxwell 
had been baptized into the Roman Catholic 
faith is corroborated by the Rev. Father J. 
Henry Tihen, assistant pastor of St. John’s 
Church, who perform the ceremony. His 
baptism occurred a month or more ago, al- 
though it was done so quietly that no one in 
2 r Maxwell himself knew anything of 
t. He has always held that his religious 
views concerned only himself and 
for that reason would never either con- 
firm or deny the stories of his conversion 
tothe Roman Catholic faith. It was weil 
known in jall that ne looked very favorably 
upon that reNgion, but there was a general 
impression that he had not embraced it for- 
mally asthe guards would be apt to learn of 
his baptism. A couple of them did believe 
this to be the case, but nearly everybody else 
in the institution thought otherwise. ather 
Tihen was known to call on Maxwell at times, 
but not more than he did on other prisoners. 
The little foreigner always spoke highly of 
the true Christian work, as he termed it, done 
in 2 by Father Tihen and the Sisters, 
an never hesitated to say that with 
the exception of one or two others they were 
the only ae people who called in jail who 
really did any practical good. 

When called upon this morning and asked 
about his alleged baptism Maxwell, as usual, 
refused to either confirm or deny it. Said he: 
It is a matter which concerns me alone and 
not the public. Father Tihen has galled on me 
a number of times, however, and 
highly of him. In fact I will tell you that I like 
him better than any clergyman I have 


seen. There are clergymen who 
call in here who might suit some 
people for spiritual advisers, but they 


would never do for me. If I was selecting a 
spiritual adviser I would take one who knows 
more than myself, or at least as much. Father 
Tiben is this kind ofa man. In faet, he is tne 
only clergyman whoocalis here who I think 
takes a sensible, practical view of things, and 
Ithink very highly of him. I will tell you 
further, that my father has cailed on him 
since he has been here, and also thinks very 
favorably of him. Butthenasto my having 
been baptized, that is a different thing. Even 
if it were true I see no necessity of notifying 
the public. You understand my position.’’ 
FATHER TIHEN 
was afterward seen as he was about to enter 
the „ Which he visits two or three times a 
week. 
Is it true that Maxwell has been baptized a 
Roman Catholic by you?“ he was asked. 

Tne young priest laughed and then replied: 
es, it is a fact. I baptized him about a 
month ago, although I don’t know how the 
thing got about. This is the first time I have 
been asked about it by a newspaper reporter. 

How was his conversion brought about?“ 

Prinoipally by himself. I commenced call- 
ing here about u year ago, and shortly after- 
ward Maxwell sent for me and said he would 
like to see me.

New York, August 18.—Gaunt and grim and 
covered with rags the hoary-headed old miser 
of Cannon street was removed yesterday from 
his squalid quarters, cursing and screaming 
because he could not take his money with 
him. This order was issued at the Union Mar- 


ket Station-house yesterday morning: 

„Send old man J. Weisbaden, living at 23 
Cannon street, to Bellevue Hospital. Search 
room for money and valuables, and it any 
found bring them to the station-house. 

Sergt. Little and three subordinates were 
sent to execute the order. They were admitted 
to the house by one of the tenants and as- 
cended the stairs to the miser’s attic. They 
tried the door but found it locked. The Ser- 
geant shook it violently, but there was no re- 
sponse. Then he got on his knees and peeped 
through the key-hole. There was the old man 
stretched at full length on a tattered green 
lounge, his cunning little eyes watching the 
door in terrified anxiety. The Sergeant braced 
© pair of powerful shoulders against the door 
andit gave way. Theold man uttered a cry 
and extended his armsin a supplicating atti- 
tude: 

„In God's name, he begged, ‘‘don’t take 
the little Ihave! I have saved for years. It 
is only a small amount and can do you no 
good. It is no use searching, for I have nota 
penny to my name. 

The miser tried to look unconcerned, but 
there was a tremor in his feeble voice, his 
thin yellow face twitched nervously, and his 
withered old hands were fairly shaking with 
excitement. An ambulance had been sent for, 
and when it srrived the Sergeant said: 

Come, old man, we don't mean you any 
harm. We are going to send you to the hos- 
pital and we will take good vare that you get 
allthat belongsto you. You are too sick to 
stay here with no one to look after you.’’ 

THE MISER'S DESPERATION. 

The old man assured the Sergeant that he 
was in the best of health and desired to be left 
alone. He protested violentiy with two offi- 
cers who placed him inthe ambalance, sob- 
bing and crying likeachild. Then the officers 
proceeded to search his apartments. In the 
old lounge was found a bigrollof bills and a 
pile of silver coin. The bills were all ones and 
twos and footed up but $50. ‘There was $38 in 
silver. In a little black walnut chest 
were discovered seven bank-books containing 
deposits for amounts varying from $100 to 
$1,000. The total Jeposit was a little less than 

,500. The account had been swelling up 
gradually by $5 and $10 deposits for ten years. 
A portion of the money was laid away in trust 
for his family.

City Hospital Crowded to Its Capacity—Rank 
Vegetation Causing Atmospheric Poison. 


A telephone message was received yesterday 
atthe City Dispensary from Dr. Dalton, Su- 
perintendent of the City Hospital,announcing 
that that institution was full, and asking that 
only those patients absolutely in need of hos- 
pital treatment be sent to the Institution dur- | 
ing the remainder of the week. Turning from 
the telephone Dispensary Physician Priest said 


**lexpected this notice. Three days ago we 
sent to the hospital more patients than 
have been sent ont in any one day during five 
ears. Most ot the cases are malarial fever. 
ersons contract the fever and come here 
sick. There is no use giving them medicine if 
they have no place to sleep. If they must 
sleep outin the night air anything you give 
them won't have a very beneficial effect. You 
can’t do anything in such a case but send the 
patient to the hospital as soon as he is 
admitted he is trea toa bath—a large part 
of the cure in many instances. His clothes are 
taken from bim and given treatment ulso, if 
necessary. He is furnished witha hospital 
suit, and assigned toa ward. His admission 
is then reported, and he receives medical 
treatment. They are admitted atthe rate of 
twenty per day, and the discharges must, of 
course,be in proportion. The large majority of 
cases only require afew days’ treatment. 
They are given back their own clothes 
on recovery and allowed to depart.’’

A GREAT POLITICAL COMBINATION. 


Ex-Senator Pomeroy of Kansas on the 
Coming Struggle. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsraTur, 

Boston, Mass., August 18.—S. C. Pomeroy, 
ex-United States Senator from Kansas, in con- 
versation at his summer home at Nahant yes- 
terday, witha Boston Herald correspondent, 
suggested some interesting ideas concerning 
the drift of national politics and the probable 
issues of the coming campaign of 1888. The 


ex-Senator stands in very friendly relations 
with the President, and from what the latter 
has told him he is confident Mr. Cleveland 
does not desire a re-election. 

It was only a short time ago, said the ex- 
Senator, ‘‘that he told me he hoped to leave 
the office of chief executive in such a condi- 
tion that any nominee of his party could be 
elected, and he believed one term tobe suf- 
ficient.’’ 

The ex-Senator also said that a New York 
man cannot be elected. From personal ac- 
quaintance with the men who live on the line 
of the North Atlantic States,’’ said he, ‘‘I can 
assure you that they will resist and oppose 
another New York administration. These 
men represent the New South. They say they 
are opposed to the New York control of public 
affairs. They willnot stand another admin- 
istration which allows all the financial and 

olitical influences of the nation to run in 
—＋ to New York. The Empire State they 
say is

The President and his household, and the 
heads ot the Treasury and Navy departments 
are New Yorkers. The Secretary of State, al. 
though from Delaware, is absorbed in New 
York matters. Norfolk, Charleston, Savan- 
nah, New Orleans and other Southern sea 
ports are made tributary to New York, and 
their commerce is made to empty itself into 
the metropolis simply because the country 18 
domineered by a New York power and no fa- 
vors are awarded outside.’

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ROBBED OF HIS LEGACY. 


The Romantic Experience of Tim 
Keating, Who Inherits a Fortune,

NEW YORK, August 18.—A story has 

come to light which contains all that is essen- 
tial for a dime novel. Timothy Keating js 1 
laborer about 40 years old, and livés on Second 
avenue. Some time ago he received news 
from County Cork, Ireland, that Father

third street, was sent to lreiand in Keating 
interests. While on his way over, Keating 
received word that the priest and the 
woman had succeeded in obtaining $40,000 from 
the Australian authorities. Carmody landed 
in Ireland, hunted up Father Deeney, who 
finally admitted that he had published ihe no. 
tice from the latter. He advised Carmody to 
return to New York and instruct Keating to 
assign two-thirds of his claim to a lawyer in 
Cork, and it would then be paid. Carmody . 
followed his instructions, but Keating refused 
to Make any assignment of his claims, and 
went himseifto Irelaud. Father Deenev agreed 
to pay his board pending negotiations 
with the Australian people, but unally 
left him in the lurch, and Keating with- 
out money footed it to Queenstown, and 
stowed bimseif away in the coals of a vessel 
bound for New York. When the steamer was 
three “aye out from New York, he was dis.
